functionality provided by a second API within a second display system, w hich is 

feej v acmss^verse opeMBS^y^tems^and wherein the functionality lacked by the 
first API comprises; 

support for Unicode font encoding and font searching capability; and

a third API, resulting from the incorporation of the software components into the first API and 
configured for providing at least some of the functionality present in the second API 
and absent in the first API, and-whiJe retaining the look and feel consistency of the 
fij^^c^LttAPI. 

2> (Previously Presented) The display system as recited in claim 1 ( wherein the image generated 
comprises pixels presented upon the display via a graphical user interface associated with the 
application program. 
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3. (Original) The display system as recited in claim 1, wherein the image contains representations 
of buttons, list boxes and slide bars on which a pointer device can be directed by a user, 

4. (Original) The display system as recited in claim 1, wherein the application program runs under 
a standard computer operating system, such as Windows, Unix or OS/2. 

5. (Original) The display system as recited in claim 1, wherein the application program is written in 
Java programming language.

13, (Original) The method as recited in claim 12, wherein said displaying comprises presenting 
pixels upon the display via a graphical user interface associated with the application program. 

14, (Original) The method as recited in claim 12, wherein the displaying the image comprises 
presenting representations of buttons, list boxes and slide bars upon the display on which a pointer 
device can be directed by a user. 

15, (Original) The method as recited in claim 12, wherein the application program runs under a 
standard computer operating system, such as Windows, Unix or OS/2 

16, (Original) The method as recited in claim 12, wherein the application program is written in Java 
programming language.
